In the lessons from the Holy Scriptures, the pas- 
sages and sentences are not always presented entire, 
as they occur in the Bible. It has only been en- 
deavored to offer services in Scriptural language, with 
no such alterations or omissions as would materially 
affect the original meaning. 

For convenience, the term "Prophecies" is used 
in an extended but not unauthorized sense, and is 
applied to any parts of Scripture which convey 
"praise or religious instruction in an elevated form 
of expression."

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not done in it f wherefore, when Hooked thcU it should bring 
forth grapes, brought it forth wild grapes f 

And now, go to ; I will tell you what I will do to my vine- 
yard : I will take away the hedge' thereof, and it shall be 
eaten up : and break down the wall thereof, and it shall be 
trodden down. 

And I will lag it waste : it shaU not be pruned nor digged ;

The people that walked in darkness have seen a great 
light : they that dwell in the land of the shadow of death) 
upon them hath the light shined. 

I^or thou hast broken the yoke of his burden, and the staff of 
his shoidder, the rod of his oppressor. 

For every battle of the warrior is with confused noise, and 
garments rolled in blood ; but this shall be with burning and 
fuel of fire. 

For unto us a child is born, unto us a son is given, and tkn

Because to every purpose there is time and judgment, there- 
fore the misery of man is great upon him. 

For Le knoweth not that whicU shall be : for who can tell 
biffl when it abaH be ?
